Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Walsall  Rural 
District  for  the  year  ending  December,  1908. 

My  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  entire  district  at 
the  middle  of  the  year  1908  is  at,  or  about,  11,166. 

This  year  I  have  not  added  to  the  population  of  Pelsall, 
Rushall,  Aldridge,  or  Bentley,  as  owing  to  the  general  trade 
depression  comparatively  little  building  operations  have  been 
going  on,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  population  in  these 
parishes  has  been  practically  stationary.  I  have  increased  the 
Great  Barr  population  by  30,  as  a  number  of  new  houses  at  the 
Streetly  end  of  the  parish  have  been  occupied  during  the  year. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  during  1908,  or  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  239,  as  compared  with  196  in 
the  preceding  year. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  were  359,  of  which 
number  186  were  males  and  173  females,  giving  a  birth-rate  of 
32-15  per  thousand  per  annum.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
this  is  the  highest  birth-rate  which  has  been  recorded  since 
1903  ;  last  year  the  rate  was  only  29-26. 
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There  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the  district  130 
deaths,  of  which  number  65  were  males  and  65  were  females. 
In  addition  4  males  and  1  female  died  in  the  Walsall  Work- 
house  Infirmary,  2  males  and  3  females  in  the  Walsall  and 
District  Hospital,  and  1  male  in  the  Children’s  Hospital, 
Birmingham,  who  were  residents  in  the  district.  On  the  other 
hand,  1  male  was  drowned  at  Pelsall  who  resided  in  the  Borough 
of  Walsall.  Therefore  the  exact  number  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  district  who  died  during  1908,  was  140,  of  which  number  71 
were  males  and  69  females. 

The  death-rate  from  all  causes,  and  at  all  ages,  was  12  *53. 
The  rate  this  year,  although  slightly  higher  than  last,  when  it 
was  11*31,  may  still  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory,  especially 
when  the  character  of  the  population  of  the  district  is  considered, 
and  is  lower  by  more  than  i  per  cent,  than  the  average  of  Rural 
Districts  in  Staffordshire,  and  by  2  per  cent,  than  Rural  Districts 
throughout  England  during  1907. 

It  is  a  coincidence  worth  recording  that  the  number  of 
births,  deaths,  and  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  which  occurred 
at  Pelsall  during  this  year  were  exactly  the  same  number  as 
last  year. 

There  were  38  deaths  of  infants  under  twelve  months 
old,  as  compared  with  25  last  year.  The  Infantile  mortality, 
therefore,  as  measured  by  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  at  ages  under  1  year  to  1,000  births  was  100*3,  as 
compared  with  79-7  last  year.  Last  year  I  remarked  that  the 
infantile  death-rate  was  as  remarkable  as  it  was  encouraging, 
following  as  it  did  a  remarkably  low  rate  for  the  previous  year, 
and  this  year  again  the  rate  may  be  regarded  as  eminently 
satisfactory,  as  no  less  than  10  of  the  deaths  were  of  children 
under  r  day  old,  in  which  cases  improper  feeding,  etc.,  could  be 
disregarded.  The  lowness  of  the  infantile  mortality  may  be 
regarded  as  still  more  remarkable  when  we  consider  that  the 
weather  during  the  summer  of  1908  was  hotter  than  it  had  been 
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for  the  two  preceding  years,  and  therefore  a  larger  death-rate 
amongst  young  children  was  to  be  expected.  Considering  all 
the  factors,  I  am  still  dubious  whether  this  pleasing  reduction  in 
the  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  i  year  of  age  will  be 
permanent. 

Eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  Zymotic  Disease,  viz.  : 
5  to  Diarrhoea  (3  at  Pelsall,  and  1  each  at  Great  Barr  and 
Aldridge),  1  to  Scarlet  Fever  at  Rushall,  and  1  to  Diphtheria  at 
Great  Barr,  and  1  to  Whooping  Cough  at  Pelsall. 

This  number  gives  a  Zymotic  death-rate  of  71,  as  com 
pared  with  *53  last  year.  The  rate  this  year  may  be  regarded  as 
most  satisfactory. 

Cases  of  Measles  have  been  practically  non-existent 
during  the  year,  and  no  death  has  been  recorded  as  due  to  this 
disease. 


Whooping  Cough  was  somewhat  prevalent  during  the 
Autumn  in  Rushall,  Pelsall,  and  Aldridge.  The  cases  were  not 
sufficient,  however,  to  materially  lessen  the  school  attendance, 
and  fortunately  the  question  of  closing  the  Schools  did  not  arise. 

I  regret  that  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  more  prevalent  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  than  has  been  the  case  for  several  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  years  ;  48  cases  have  come  to  my  knowledge  as  compared 
with  21  cases  last  year.  No  less  than  27  cases  were  in  Rushall, 
8  each  at  Pelsall  and  Aldridge,  2  at  Great  Barr,  and  3  at  Bentley. 
Only  1  case  proved  fatal,  however,  this  being  at  Rushall. 
11  of  the  Rushall  cases  occurred  in  New  Street,  in  two  houses, 
four  members  of  each  family  were  attacked,  and  next  door  to 
one  of  these  three  children  contracted  the  disease. 

Such  a  record  as  this  shows  how  impossible  it  is  to  satis¬ 
factorily  isolate  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  rows  of  cottage  property, 
as  inter-communication  cannot  be  prevented.  As  an  example 
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of  this  I  found,  on  paying  a  visit  to  an  infected  house  in  this 
street,  children  from  the  next  house  in  the  downstairs  room 
talking  to  the  mother  who  was  nursing  her  sick  children. 

If  it  were  possible  to  remove  to  Hospital  the  first  child 
attacked,  outbreaks  would,  I  am  convinced,  in  many  cases  be 
prevented.  In  a  paper  on  “  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  Public 
Health  Point  of  View,”  Dr.  Nash,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Norfolk,  says  that  he  holds  the  view  that  properly 
administered  Fever  Hospitals  have  proved  of  very  great  assist¬ 
ance  in  checking  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever,  perhaps  chiefly 
through  limiting  the  number  of  secondary  cases  occurring  in 
individual  families. 

I  should  like  to  see  Scarlet  Fever  Hospitals  established 
throughout  the  County,  which  would  serve  for  combined 
districts  in  the  same  way  as  the  present  Hospitals  do  for  cases 
of  Smallpox. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  children  were 
attacked  with  Mumps  at  Rushall,  Pelsall,  and  Aldridge. 

Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  as  compared  with  5 
cases  last  year ;  4  cases  occurred  in  Great  Barr,  2  of  these 
(including  a  fatal  case)  occurred  in  the  row  of  new  buildings  on 
the  main  road,  where  there  has  been  considerable  trouble  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  drainage  arrangement.  The  two  remaining 
cases  were  at  Rushall.  On  the  premises  in  each  case  sanitary 
defects  existed,  which  have  since  been  remedied. 


Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  during  the  year  at 
Rushall.  On  the  premises  in  which  one  of  the  cases  existed 
there  was  a  defective  privy,  which  has  since  been  converted  into 
a  water-closet. 
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Fortunately  Enteric  Fever  is  not  nearly  so  common  in 
the  semi-urban  parts  of  this  district  as  was  the  case  in  former 
years,  the  principal  reason  for  this  more  satisfactory  state  of 
things  I  consider  that  many  foul  smelling  and  disease-producing 
privies  have  been  replaced  by  cleanly  water-closets. 

Five  deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea,  compared  with  2  last 
year.  This  number  is  very  satisfactory,  as  a  longer  period  of 
warm  weather  was  experienced  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Four  cases  of  Erysipelas,  all  of  a  mild  type,  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  I  have  paid  special  attention  to  the  way 
in  which  the  scavenging  has  been  performed  in  the  Parishes  of 
Pelsall,  Rushall,  and  Aldridge,  and  I  find  that  on  the  whole  it 
has  been  done  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  satisfactory  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  respecting  the  drainage  of  the  row  of 
cottages  on  the  main  road  at  Great  Barr,  which  for  several  years 
past  has  been  the  cause  of  a  repeated  nuisance,  and  necessitated 
on  more  than  one  occasion  magisterial  proceedings  being  taken. 
The  owner  of  the  adjoining  land  at  the  rear  of  the  cottages  has 
permitted  the  sewage  matter  from  these  houses  to  be  dealt  with 
in  conjunction  with  his  own. 

A  farmer  at  Bentley  allowed  for  some  considerable  time 
the  deposition  of  decomposing  fish  by  tradesmen  from  the 
adjoining  districts  of  Walsall,  Willenhall,  and  Darlaston,  on 
his  land  near  the  main  road.  The  stench  arising  from  the  large 
heaps  of  decomposing  fish  was  an  intolerable  nuisance  alike  to 
persons  living  in  the  vicinity  and  to  pedestrians  and  others 
along  the  main  road.  Repeated  requests  were  made  to  him  to 
abate  the  nuisance,  and  as  many  promises  received  from  him 
that  he  would  do  so.  As  he  did  not  carry  out  his  promise  a 
summons  was  issued,  and  an  order  obtained  from  the  magistrates 
prohibiting  a  recurrence  of  the  nuisance,  with  satisfactory  results. 
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The  scheme  prepared  by  your  Surveyor  (Mr.  W.  P. 
Young)  has  materially  matured  since  my  last  report.  On  Friday, 
March  6th,  1908,  an  enquiry  was  held  at  the  Hardwick  Inn, 
Streetly,  by  A.  G.  Drury,  Esq.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  one  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  Inspectors,  and  in  due  course  sanction 
was  obtained  for  the  loan  of  ^£4,275,  this  amount  only  repre¬ 
senting  a  portion  of  the  sum  required  for  the  completed  scheme, 
but  sufficient  it  is  estimated  to  deal  effectually  with  the  present 
quantity  of  sewage  and  also  that  of  the  near  future. 

The  new  sewer  will  commence  from  the  existing  one  in 
Manor  Road,  and  take  a  northerly  direction  through  the  fields, 
crossing  Foley  Road  and  Hardwrick  Road,  and  thence  to  an 
area  of  land  7*3875  acres  in  extent,  acquired  specially  for  this 
purpose.  Tenders  were  invited  in  November  last  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  the  work,  and  that  of  Mr.  George  Law,  of  Kidder¬ 
minster,  was  accepted.  The  work  was  commenced  in  the  early 
part  of  the  present  year,  and  is  now  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Nine  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  7  last  year.  All  the  cases  were  dealt 
with  without  resorting  to  legal  proceedings. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  County 

Analyst  during  the  year.

The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  have  still 
not  decided  to  continue  their  mains  to  Great  Barr,  along  the 
Birmingham  Road.  The  following  number  of  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  tap  water  during  the  year  : — In  Pelsall  6  (as  well 
as  the  Cookery  Centre),  in  Aldridge  17,  in  Rushall  5,  in  Great 
Barr  7. 

During  the  year  1,256  inspections  and  observations  have 
been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  compared  with  1,251 
inspections  last  year.  The  cow  sheds  received  55  inspections, 
the  slaughter-houses  23,  canal  boats  224,  the  ashpits  and 
privies  715. 
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The  work-places,  including  the  bakehouses  and  dress¬ 
makers’  workshops,  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware  there  are  still  no  persons  in  the 
district  doing  out-work  in  their  homes.  For  a  time  during  the 
year  one  woman  at  Rushall  worked  at  brush  filling,  but  she  has 
now  ceased  to  receive  any  from  the  works 

Mr.  Jackson,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  been  through¬ 
out  the  year  as  vigilant,  painstaking,  and  courteous  as  usual. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  thank  you  for  the 
kind  way  in  which  you  have  received  my  suggestions,  and  also 
for  your  continued  confidence  and  support.
